parks and recreation is re-
|sponsible for pruning, plant-
ing, care, removal and trim-
ming of trees along high-
ways. Private individuals or|
firms who wish to undertake
any of these operations must|
secure a permit from the d('-
p.lrtm(-nl ‘

to remove any green or liv-
ing tree unless its presence |
is a hazard which cannot be
eliminated by any other|
means,
